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Hurricane Sandy is Just 
Routine in Sandown

SANDOWN - The re- 
sponse to Hurricane Sandy 
went well in Sandown accord- 
ing to emergency responders, 
with no one injured and 
almost all roads passable by 
the following morning. 

Power remained out to 
many in town, however, 
with some not getting it back 
until Thursday, Nov. 1. Fire 
chief Bill Tapley said other 
than a house here and there 
where the electrical wires 
were torn off the side, as far 
as he knew most everyone 
was up and running again by 
Halloween night, allowing 
Trick or Treating to go on as 
planned. 

The storm prompted 
Gov. John Lynch to declare 



a state of emergency and 
since then, New Hampshire 
has applied twice to the 
Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency (FEMA) 
for help in paying for the 
cleanup. 

In the event Sandown 
qualifies, public works dir- 
ector Artie Genualdo has 
been keeping records of the 
work he, his crew and con- 
tractors performed during 
and after the storm, and has 
stockpiled the debris and 
recorded hours as part of 
that effort. 

The highway depart- 
ment worked through the 
night of the storm Monday, 
Oct. 29, to clear the streets. 
The following day Genual- 
do called in the town's 
snowplow contractors to 
check and clean the areas 



they handle during the win- 
ter. He noted that the north 
end of town in the area of 
North, Fremont and Sargent 
Roads was hit the worst. 

Genualdo hoped to get 
back to regular roadwork as 
soon as possible and put in 
extra effort to make sure 
that happened. 

Tapley said he didn't 
foresee much need for fed- 
eral reimbursement from 
the fire department end of 
things. Though the wind 
rolled the fire department's 
temporary garage behind 
the fire station and damaged 
one of the station's doors, 
most of the work was rou- 
tine storm effort. 

Tapley said the storm 
got bad Oct. 29, but every- 
one worked well together

CHESTER - Emergency 
responders said that while it 
was a busy night in Chester 
during Hurricane Sandy's 
visit, they've seen that type 
of weather regularly in 
recent years and the 
response went like clock- 
work; everyone knew what 
their job was and performed 
their roles well. 

No injuries were report- 
ed in town and while trees 
and branches were down 
everywhere, the damage 
was relatively tame. The 
power was knocked out in 
Chester early on in the Oct. 
29 storm, and many didn't 
get it back until Thursday, 
Nov. 1. Much of the town 
was powered up by Oct. 31, 
and trick or treat activities 
went ahead as scheduled 
(See related story page 8). 

Little flooding was re- 



ported because of the rain 
Monday, but many calls 
came in for downed trees 
and wires and occasional 
fires because of the downed 
wires. 

Fire chief Rich Antoine 
led the emergency manage- 
ment response, working 
with police chief Bill Burke 
and road agent Mike Ole- 
son. Phil Gladu worked 
under Antoine as the emer- 
gency management director. 
The hub of the emergency 
operations center is in the 
fire station. 

The official shelter for 
the town as approved by the 
state and the American Red 
Cross is Chester Academy, 
and while there wasn't a 
need to open it up 
overnight, it opened for a 
few hours for showers after 
the storm. About half a 
dozen residents used the 
resource. A few residents 
also sought water from the 



fire department after the 
storm. 

Antoine and Gladu met 
with the board of selectmen 
Nov. 1 to discuss issues sur- 
rounding the opening of the 
shelter. Some selectmen 
wanted the department to 
use the multi-purpose 
room, but Antoine argued 
that it wasn't set up for that 
use yet and the school 
worked more efficiently. 

Antoine said the school 
had two separate rooms for 
different uses, a stocked 
kitchen, better showers, 
and changing areas and was 
directly across the street 
from the emergency opera- 
tions center. Plus, it's the 
town's official shelter and is 
known as such by state and 
other organizations that 
may need to send out infor- 
mation on the matter. 

Things went smoothly, 
said Antoine, but much of 
continued on page 6

Community Preparedness 
Aids in Hurricane Response

HAMPSTEAD - At the 
height of Hurricane Sandy, 
all but a small edge of the 
westerly side of Hampstead 
was without power and 
Comcast cable services. But 
unlike previous storms, 
electricity crews and tree- 
cutting companies were 
quickly at work, and parts 
of the city had power 
restored in a matter of hours 
after the winds and rain had 



pulled out. 

Nevertheless, many sec- 
tions of town off the main 
streets took much longer to 
restore, and Comcast was 
still struggling to get its cus- 
tomers back up and running 
as of Thursday, Nov. 1. Fri- 
day afternoon, Public Ser- 
vice of New Hampshire 
(PSNH) announced it had 
"no outages." 

Hurricane Sandy didn't 
impact Hampstead with the 
devastation and ferocity of 
some previous storms but it 



left its mark. Building In- 
spector and Code Enforce- 
ment Officer Kris Emerson 
made the observation that 
the townspeople overall 
were "better prepared than 
ever before." He reported 
more generator permits had 
been pulled and it was obvi- 
ous that residents had 
learned from past experi- 
ence that preparedness 
made a difference. 

"I think a lot of people 
took steps to be prepared in

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New Public Health Ordinance in Place in Chester

CHESTER - The board 
of selectmen instituted a 
new potable water ordi- 
nance that will require all 
builders of new homes to 
test the water from new 
wells and document those 
test results for buyers. 
Those results are tied to 
both state Department of 
Environmental Services 
(DES) and federal Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
(EPA) parameters for safe 
drinking water. 

The plan standardizes 
what building inspector/ 
code enforcement officer 
Thorn Roy has been work- 
ing with developers to do 
on a voluntary basis. As pre- 
viously reported by the Tri- 
Town Times, Roy put the 
ordinance into motion at a 
previous selectmen's meet- 
ing, stating the need for an 
across-the-board require- 
ment for all builders of new 
homes after some disagree- 
ment with a developer over 
a well that recently tested 
for high levels of arsenic. 

Describing the need for 
the ordinance, Roy said it 



was a health ordinance that 
would promote consistency 
across town and take him 
out of the business of inter- 
preting building code stan- 
dards for potable water. Try- 
ing to do so voluntarily isn't 
working, he said. 

Builder Keith Martel and 
his counsel, Kevin Baum, 
were the only members of 
the public to speak to the 
ordinance. While both said 
they were for an across-the- 
board standard, they had 
issues with how the ordi- 
nance was worded and 
claimed problematic inter- 
pretations might arise from 
that wording. 

Martel is the developer 
who had an issue with the 
way the building department 
had been requiring testing, 
noting that the lack of con- 
sistency put him into an 
"awkward position." Accord- 
ing to Baum there wasn't 
consistency from contractor 
to contractor on the volun- 
tary requirements and on 
what needed to be tested for, 
causing confusion. 

Baum added that arsenic 
is prevalent in the Northeast 
because of the makeup of the 
bedrock and cited DES sta- 



tistics that found one in five 
private wells in New Hamp- 
shire exceeding the standard 
for arsenic in water. 

"There's no question 
that there are going to be 
some wells in town that 
exceed the standard, likely 
one in five based on DES's 
research. So we want a 
process in place that's 
applied evenly to everyone 
in town and that is clear in 
what is required from 
builders," said Baum. 

Martel noted that it was 
complicated, developing in 
more than one town, to 
know what was required in 
each town if it is not stated 
in print. 

There is no state or fed- 
eral water testing require- 
ment for new private wells. 

Baum noted an issue 
with the wording of the 
ordinance that he argued 
could put the town on the 
line for enforcing water 
standards. The board and 
Roy argued that such was 
not the intention and the 
wording was taken verbatim 
from other communities' 
regulations. The town's 
intent is to make sure test- 
ing is done and documenta- 
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tion from that testing is pre- 
sented to the buyer and put 
in the town's records, but it 
will stop short of forcing fil- 
tration systems or withhold- 
ing a certificate of occupan- 
cy because of the results. 

Roy said that while the 
EPA and DES rules were 
cited in the ordinance, the 
intent of doing so was to 
make sure there was an 
acceptable metric to set the 
standard. 

Chair Steph Landau 
took a hard line on the mat- 
ter, saying children were 
drinking the water and he 
looked at it as a public 
health and moral issue. Cit- 
ing the water pollution 
problems that arose from 
LeClair's Junkyard, Landau 
was adamant on the need 
for the ordinance. 

At one point Baum asked 
Landau to be respectful to 
him, as he was showing 
respect on his part. Baum 
added that they were in 
agreement on the intent of 
the ordinance, and suggest- 
ed the town have its lawyer 
look over the wording in 
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light of his comments. 

Landau said town coun- 
sel had already reviewed the 
language and to him the 
language was very clear. 

"We understand the 
health issue. We just want 
to know whether this is 
between the builder and 
homeowner or is the town 
going to get involved and 
require a treatment sys- 
tem?" Baum said. 

"It's not feasible for me to 
go into private homes and 
dictate their method of treat- 
ment," said Roy. "What we 
do want to make sure is that 
when someone buys a home, 
they are an informed buyer 
and we've tested to some rec- 
ommended standard." 

After Roy assured the 
board that the intention was 
not to withhold an occu- 
pancy permit or require a 
filtration system, selectman 
Jack Cannon said it was 
more than likely a prospec- 
tive homeowner presented 
with bad test results would 
not buy the home. 

The EPA and DES have a 
standard for arsenic of 10 
parts per billion, reduced 
from 50 parts per billion in 
2006. According to the EPA, 
"Human exposure to ar- 
senic can cause both short 
and long term health ef- 
fects. Short or acute effects 
can occur within hours or 
days of exposure. Long or 
chronic effects occur over 
many years. Long term 
exposure to arsenic has 
been linked to cancer of the 



bladder, lungs, skin, kid- 
neys, nasal passages, liver 
and prostate. Short term 
exposure to high doses of 
arsenic can cause other 
adverse health effects, but 
such effects are unlikely to 
occur from U.S. public 
water supplies that are in 
compliance with the arsenic 
standard." 

All selectmen approved 
the new ordinance except 
Cannon, who left the meet- 
ing for a time to attend to a 
work related phone call.

In other business at the 
Thursday, Nov. 1, meeting: 

• After having been 
hired by the highway de- 
partment on an interim 
basis after a worker left the 
department, Thomas Can- 
non was hired by the board 
of selectmen following rec- 
ommendation by road agent 
Mike Oleson. 

Oleson explained that 
the department received six 
applications for the position 
and three applicants were 
interviewed, including Can- 
non. All three had similar 
skill sets, said Oleson, and it 
made sense to keep Cannon 
on, as he had experience. 

Thomas Cannon is sel- 
ectman Jack Cannon's son. 
Jack Cannon recused him- 
self from the vote and was 
not present during a non- 
public interview of the can- 
didate. 
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Depot Crossing Development Approved in Hampstead

HAMPSTEAD - Ten years 
after it faced the Hampstead 
Planning Board, a Planning 
Board with different mem- 
bers gave a different answer 
to the developers of the pro- 
posed Depot Crossing Devel- 
opment, approving the pro- 
posal by a 4 to 2 vote. 

Among those attending 
the Monday night hearing 
was Deny Town Councilor 
and Deny Planning Board 
member David Milz. He 
affirmed that Deny Director 
of Planning and Develop- 
ment George Sioras had 
received the proper notifica- 
tions about the development, 
but noted that because Sioras 
said Deny had no jurisdic- 
tion in the matter, the Deny 
Town Council, Town Manag- 
er John Anderson and the 
Deny Planning Board knew 
nothing about the proposal. 

Milz said he had been 
contacted by a Deny resident 
who is an immediate abutter 
to the development. 

The proposed develop- 
ment is at the intersection of 
Deny Road and Main Street 
(Route 121) in Hampstead, 
directly across from Ordway 
Park, and directly abuts 
Deny The well that would 
serve the proposed develop- 
ment is located on a parcel in 
neighboring Deny No men- 
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tion was made of the well at 
Monday night's meeting. 

The development propos- 
al includes a gas station with 
eight pumps, a convenience 
store, an unnamed retail 
space, and a Dunkin' Donuts 
with a drive-through window. 

Mark Gross of MHD 
Design, along with attorney 
David Rayment of Cleveland, 
Waters and Bass PA, of Con- 
cord, dealt with the issue of 
whether the present proposal 
was "materially different" 
from the proposal of a decade 
ago, which had been denied 
by the Planning Board. That 
denial was upheld by the 
court. 

Rayment said there is no 
case law regarding material 
difference as applied to a new 
application to a planning 
board, adding that this legal 
issue is applied only to 
boards of adjustment, thus 
taking that argument off the 
table. 



Gross also pointed out 
that the state had issued 
driveway permits the day 
after the previous hearing, 
just as he had told the board it 
would. The state did not ask 
for any changes or improve- 
ments at the intersection and 
approved the driveway 
entrances on Main Street 
(Route 121) and Deny Road. 

Neighboring residents 
and their attorney, Scott 
Hogan, had little new to add. 
Hogan sought to have board 
member Proctor Wentworth 
recuse himself because of 
comments he made after the 
last meeting that were cap- 
tured on the cable tape. How- 
ever, Wentworth said his 
remark about listening to 
"the crap again" referred not 
to the details of the proposal 
but to the complaints and 
concerns of the residents. He 
declined to step down. 

Hogan presented a letter 
from a traffic expert that 



raised several questions 
about the developer's traffic 
study, which was done by 
Stephen Pernaw & Company. 

Board member William 
Weber continued his previ- 
ous arguments that the same 
three high- volume, traffic 
magnet businesses were 
being proposed in the present 
plan as in the earlier one, and 
the only change was remov- 
ing the second floor of the 
building in the original plan - 
thus, no significant change. 

Emily Rees brought in 
petitions with 255 signatures 
of Hampstead residents 
opposed to the development, 
and Julia Forbes provided 
additional information about 
Ordway Park and her objec- 
tions to the development on 
behalf of the park. 

When all the arguments 
had been delivered and Plan- 
ning Board Chairman Randy 
Clark had summarized the 
matter as presented by both 



sides, Wentworth made a 
motion to conditionally 
approve the proposal, subject 
to properly certifying well 
locations, obtaining an 
approved septic approval and 
all other Planning Board 
requirements. Selectman liai- 
son board member Priscilla 
Lindquist and board member 
William Weber voted against 
the motion, while the remain- 
ing members - Paul Carideo, 
Dean Howard, Wentworth 
and Neil Emerson - voted in 
favor. Clark does not vote 
unless there is a tie. 

A clearly unhappy crowd 
of residents stayed around 
talking following the vote. 
Clare and Keith Stillngs said 
they were upset by the Went- 
worth incident and com- 
plained that Howard ap- 
peared to sleep through the 
hearing, yet both men still 
voted in favor of the pro- 
posed development. 

The residents say they 



object not to commercial de- 
velopment but rather to the 
kind of commercial develop- 
ment proposed. Their con- 
cern with the multi-use de- 
velopment remains about 
safety, noise, light, and in- 
creased traffic, along with the 
potential for increased crime. 
A reference to diminished 
property values was also 
made, but as noted at previ- 
ous meetings, the residents in 
the immediate area knew this 
was a commercial lot when 
they decided to buy in the 
neighborhood. 

Hogan said he was not 
prepared to decide whether 
the decision should be litigat- 
ed in court, and for now the 
proposal is free to move for- 
ward after more than a 
decade. The lot has been a 
commercially zoned lot since 
1968 and meets all of the 
commercial zoning require- 
ments; a gas station is among 
the allowed uses for that site.

Celebrating Peace 



When an armistice began at the 
eleventh hour of the eleventh day of 
the eleventh month of 1918, Ameri- 
cans honored that date as the end of 
"the war to end all wars." 

The deaths and devastation of 
World War II, Korea, Vietnam, Grena- 
da, the Gulf wars, Iraq and Afghanistan 
have turned that hope into wishful 
thinking, but the message that under- 
lies what is now known as Veterans 
Day is as strong today as it was when 
President Wilson proclaimed Nov 11 
to be Armistice Day 

Indeed, when Congress officially 
recognized the end of World War I and 
the establishment of Armistice Day on 
Nov 11 in a resolution passed in 1926, 
it referred to "the resumption by the 
people of the United States of peaceful 
relations with other nations, which we 
hope may never again be severed. 

The resolution continues, "it is fit- 
ting that the recurring anniversary of 
this date should be commemorated 
with thanksgiving and prayer and 
exercises designed to perpetuate peace 
through good will and mutual under- 
standing between nations," and advo- 
cates marking the date "with appropri- 
ate ceremonies of friendly relations 
with all other peoples." 

In 1938, Nov. 11 became a federal 



holiday, "dedicated to the cause of 
world peace." In 1954, the name 
Armistice Day was changed to Veterans 
Day to honor the service of veterans in 
all wars. 

And the U.S. Department of Veter- 
ans Affairs emphasizes that Veterans 
Day is largely intended to thank living 
veterans for their service, to acknowl- 
edge their contributions to national 
security, and to underscore that all 
those who have served, living and 
dead, have sacrificed and done their 
duty to their country. 

Nov. 11 is a Sunday this year, 
meaning public employees will get the 
following day off to enjoy an extended 
weekend. That tends to detract from 
the meaning of the day, because Veter- 
ans Day is not a time of celebration, 
but is intended as a break in the rou- 
tine, a time to reflect on our freedoms 
and on the sacrifices of those who have 
fought to defend what we hold dear - 
and what we all too often take for 
granted. 

Veterans Day is much more than a 
day when mail isn't delivered or school 
is cancelled. It's a reminder that our 
veterans deserve recognition and 
thanks for their sacrifice, and an 
acknowledgement that what they are 
fighting for ultimately is world peace. 
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Montana Realty Trust Reaches 
Settlement Over Wetlands Violations

SANDOWN - The state 
Department of Environ- 
mental Services (DES) and 
Montana Realty Trust have 
reached a settlement over 
several wetlands violations 
the development company 
was accused of in Sandown 
on two separate sites. 

The agreement came last 
month, and while Montana 
Realty was facing $8,000 in 
fines, the agreement calls 
for the development compa- 
ny to pay $4,000. The DES 
could have fined the compa- 
ny $13,000 for the noted 
violations. 

That $8,000 in fines was 
the result of four adminis- 
trative orders issued by DES 
in September of 2010 for 
work done years before, 
each seeking $2,000 per 
violation of state law and 
DES rules surrounding wet- 
lands. 

Three fines were sought 
for work done to 9 Montana 
Drive, a property that was 
the subject of a board of 
selectmen cease and desist 
order and much argument 
between involved parties. 
One fine was sought for the 
filing in of 2,032 feet of wet- 
lands to install a driveway, 
another for filling in 15 lin- 



ear feet of stream without a 
permit to install a bridge 
abutment, and another for 
failing to install and main- 
tain proper erosion controls 
at the site during construc- 
tion. 

Another $2,000 in fines 
was sought for the trust's 
decision to fill in approxi- 
mately 6,000 square feet of 
wetlands for lot develop- 
ment without a permit. This 
activity occurred at the site 
of the town's recreation 
building. 

The settlement stipu- 
lates that the remaining 
$4,000 in fines will be sus- 
pended as long as Montana 
Realty Trust remains in 
compliance with DES rules, 
statutes and permits for two 
years. 

Bob Villella signed the 
settlement on behalf of his 
Montana Realty Trust. 

According to the town's 
engineer, Keach-Nordstrom 
Associates, in December of 
2007 a 30-inch culvert was 
found installed on the 9 
Montana Drive property in 
lieu of a bridge over a wet- 
lands crossing. The select- 
men issued a cease and 
desist in February of 2008, 
indicating that for work to 
start again, the culvert must 
be removed and the bridge 
erected. 



In January of 2008 DES 
requested that the new 
owner of that property vol- 
untarily refrain from further 
work to the property in 
light of the complaints. In 
April of the same year DES 
visited the property and 
found new violations. 

According to the fine, 
DES had no record of a per- 
mit authorizing the condi- 
tions they found. 

On April 11, 2008 a Let- 
ter of Deficiency was issued 
to the property by DES. In 
May, DES re-inspected the 
area and found additional 
issues, but after further 
communication, an after- 
the-fact approval to retain 
590 square feet of wetland 
impact was issued in August 
of that year. 

The fine for the recre- 
ation property is for an 18- 
inch culvert and associated 
fill being laid in forested 
wetland for the construc- 
tion of playing fields. DES 
said it confirmed the viola- 
tion on Nov. 8, 2007. 

In June of 2008 an after- 
the-fact approval to retain 
approximately 6,000 square 
feet of impact and approxi- 
mately 600 linear feet of 
culvert for the purpose of 
the municipal athletic fields 
was issued.

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Selectmen Ask Transportation Program to Cease Fund Raising

SANDOWN - Though 
stating that they were in 
support of the efforts of the 
Sandown Senior Affairs Com- 
mittee/Transportation Pro- 
gram's work, the board of 
selectmen has asked the 
group to refrain from fur- 
ther fundraising until the 
group is more established. 

The committee has been 
working in recent months 
toward providing rides for 
senior residents who need to 
get to necessary appoint- 
ments, such as to the doc- 
tor's office or to pick up a 
prescription. In the future 
the group also wants to pro- 
vide transportation to any- 
one who might need it to get 
to important appointments. 

Nelson Rheaume, chair 
of the committee, conceded 
that his group would not be 
able to handle passengers 
who use wheelchairs or 
other such equipment, and 
those residents could be 
referred to Community 
Caregivers of Greater Derry, 
a volunteer outfit that has 



long provided rides to those 
in need in Sandown and 
surrounding area. 

Rheaume, who met with 
the board on Monday, Nov 
5, said the group's recent 
focus has been to codify 
what will be required of vol- 
unteers and passengers. A 
training session was held to 
alert volunteer drivers to 
policies and procedures, 
said Rheaume. He explained 
how calls will come into the 
police department for dis- 
patch and the specifics of 
how the call would be trans- 
formed into a ride. 

The group continues to 
raise money and recently 
held a dinner that took in 
$582 as well as a private 
donation of $275. 

The selectmen asked 
several questions of Rhea- 
ume, trying to get a bead on 
what the group is up to and 
how close it is to providing 
transportation. Rheaume 
reviewed the process by 
which residents will ask for 
rides and assured the board 
that proper training for 
drivers was in place. At a 
previous meeting, the board 



asked for a more detailed 
plan on that training. 

Rheaume said he did not 
anticipate a lot of calls for 
service at the start and that 
procedures may change. 

The board asked about 
background checks for driv- 
ers and whether a criminal 
record would make a driver 
ineligible to volunteer. 
While Rheaume said such 
matters would be taken on a 
case by case basis, select- 
man Tom Tombarello said 
the committee wasn't quali- 
fied to make such a determi- 
nation, which should be 
passed on to the police 
department. 

The board also agreed 
that the selectmen should 
have the final say on who 
can volunteer for the group, 
in the same fashion as it 
approves members of other 
committees. 

There was some discus- 
sion on where the group's 
funds would go, should it 
fail to get off the ground. 
The board had concerns 
about further fundraising 
because it would be difficult 
to return those donated 
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funds, and noted that 
money wasn't necessary at 
this stage. 

Rheaume said he under- 
stood that if the group fold- 
ed, its money would go into 
the general fund. While that 
wasn't determined Monday, 
selectman chair Steve 
Brown said the town did not 
want to get into that situa- 
tion and for the time being, 
the group should refrain 
from further fund raising. 
In other business: 
• A representative from 



Davis and Towle Insurance 
Group met with the board 
to discuss shifting employ- 
ees' life insurance and 
short- and long-term dis- 
ability coverage to a new 
insurer. Selectmen office 
manager Lynne Blaisdell 
explained that the town has 
had the same company for 
that coverage for years, and 
numerous complaints have 
been lodged with her about 
claims processing. When 
Davis and Towle offered its 
services, Blaisdell said it 



may be time for the board to 
look into a change. 

Jeff Reardon of the 
group explained that bene- 
fits for employees would 
not diminish and by going 
with Boston Mutual, the 
town could save a small 
amount on life insurance 
and the employees from 
$300 to $1,100 per year on 
disability coverage. 

The board said it will 
review the information and 
discuss it again at its Nov. 
17 meeting.

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Busy Night for Requests to Hampstead Zoning Board

HAMPSTEAD - Working 
its way through a full agenda, 
the Zoning Board of Adjust- 
ment (ZBA) denied the 
request of Scott Lancaster for 
a variance that would have 
allowed a two-lot subdivision 
of his 4-acre parcel at 18 
Lighthouse Lane because it 
would have had frontage on a 
private road. 

The Hampstead Zoning 
Ordinance calls for frontage 
to be on an accepted 
approved town road. 

The board discussed Este 
Road, the private road that 
would have the frontage, and 
listened to abutters and resi- 
dents of the immediate neigh- 
borhood voice their concerns. 
The road was described as a 
single lane gravel road that is 
more of a driveway. 

Planning Board Chairman 
Randy Clark testified to the 
ZBA that this would be an 
inappropriate subdivision and 
premature for this location. 
The abutters and neighbors 
were concerned about 
increased traffic over the sin- 
gle lane road and increased 
safety concerns. 

While Lancaster and sur- 



veyor James Lavelle of Lavelle 
Associates contended that the 
addition of one more dwelling 
would not have a negative 
impact and would not alter 
the character of the area, the 
ZBA said the private roadway 
was more of a trail or driveway 
than a roadway and denied 
the request 4 to 1, with only 
Neil Emerson voting to 
approve. 

In other business at the 
Thursday, Nov. 1, meeting: 

• Edward Delorey's 
request for a Special Excep- 
tion to allow him to demolish 
and then replace a seasonal 
dwelling at 275 Pond View 
Drive was approved, and his 
request for a variance to allow 
20.3 feet rather than the exist- 
ing 27 feet from the lot line 
was also approved. 

The existing house sits 
over the property line of an 
abutter and the replacement 
house would be moved so it is 
entirely on Delorey's property, 
but in moving it, to retain the 
same footprint, an enclosed 
porch would be added that 
reduced the footage from the 
lot line. Both the existing and 
proposed dwellings are 868 
square feet. The replacement 
dwelling is essentially more 
conforming. 
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Emerson stepped down 
from the board to be replaced 
by Don Reese on this request. 
Emerson was opposed to 
hearing the Delorey request 
because surveyor Kevin 
Hatch did not have the shore- 
line and septic permits from 
the state in hand. The ZBA 
members decided that Hurri- 
cane Sandy had caused this 
situation and voted to make 
an exception and hear the 
request. 

• Robert Moseley and his 
attorney James Troisi, first 
sought to have an Adminis- 
trative Decision from Code 
Enforcement Officer Kris 
Emerson repealed. Emerson, 
upon receiving complaints 
from neighbors about truck 
traffic to Moseley's property at 
19 Old Forge Road, investi- 
gated the situation and wrote 



a letter suggesting Moseley 
might be better served by 
applying for a home occupa- 
tion business permit. Troisi 
characterized Moseley's busi- 
ness activities at his home as 
"limited," noting that his 
trucks are parked behind the 
house out of sight, and his 
work is all done at customer 
sites. 

Meaghin Marley a next 
door neighbor, testified that 
Moseley's big trucks return to 
the house on multiple occa- 
sions during the day, creating 
a noisy and unsafe environ- 
ment in the cul de sac neigh- 
borhood. She and her hus- 
band said the trucks and 
equipment are too much for a 
small neighborhood, and 
sought relief from the noise 
and traffic. 

Marley said Moseley's 



activities have a negative 
impact on her home's value 
and lifestyle. 

Troisi brought up previ- 
ous neighbors who over the 
years had never had an issue 
with Moseley's activities, and 
two letters from current 
neighbors not concerned with 
the activity were read into the 
record. 

The ZBA upheld Kris 
Emerson's Administrative 
Decision and after continued 
review, decided that as the 
Hampstead Ordinance on 
home occupation business 
doesn't have specific guide- 
lines relating to number and 
size of equipment or trips in 
and out, Moseley's limited 
activities fit the description 
and unanimously awarded 
him a home occupation busi- 
ness permit. 



Now that there is a home 
occupation permit in place, 
issues or complaints become 
an enforcement issue and 
inspections and monitoring 
of the business activity will 
take place. 

• The ZBA approved the 
request of Nelson Blinn and 
Lawrence Buswell for a Spe- 
cial Exception to allow the 
conversion of a dwelling at 80 
Holiday Lane from a seasonal 
to year round status. 

• The ZBA approved 
Matthew Lannan's request 
for a home occupation per- 
mit for his carpentry busi- 
ness at his home at 515 Main 
St. He plans no business 
activity at the house but 
wanted to put out a sign for 
his business in front of his 
home to show people his 
work.

the reason for that came 
from all of the preparation 
and training that emergency 
responders have undertaken 
in recent years, especially 
since the 2008 ice storm, 
including everything from 
the ability to utilize in- 
house dispatching (when 
regular dispatcher Derry 
gets overwhelmed) to termi- 
nology when trying to com- 
municate directions quickly 
to workers in the field. 

"There's a whole lot of 
planning that goes in 
beforehand," said Antoine. 
"People see things just hap- 
pen. They call a fire truck in 



the middle of a storm and 
the fire truck just shows up, 
but they don't realize that 
the highways guys had to 
cut eight trees to get to your 
house and we were moving 
over power lines to get there 
and our dispatch was here 
and it was a guy that we 
trained in-house. All of that 
kind of stuff doesn't just 
happen. There are systems 
in place to make that hap- 
pen and appear seamless." 

Antoine added that in 
the 2008 ice storm, every- 
thing was much more com- 
plicated because it caught 
the region unprepared and 
the necessary systems, train- 
ing and experience weren't 
in place. Now departments 
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in the area are on the same 
page, said Antoine, and com- 
munication and response are 
much improved. 

Antoine and Gladu con- 
ceded that they will look 
toward a better way of com- 
municating with the general 
public during such emergen- 
cies. While notices are placed 
on the various town-owned 
stationary signs, there was 
some discussion about work- 
ing with the school to use its 
"reverse 911" AlertNow Sys- 
tem, which could send out 
calls to all residents with crit- 
ical information. 

The department is also 
looking toward a grant for 
an electronic notification 
sign, similar to the one the 
Derry Fire Department uses. 

Gov. John Lynch de- 



clared a state of emergency 
on Oct. 29, and assistance 
for statewide cleanup has 
been approved by the Fed- 
eral Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency (FEMA) on 
Lynch's request. 

Oleson said it was 
unlikely that the cost of the 
response would amount to 
enough for reimbursement, 
but the necessary paperwork 
would be sent to the finan- 
cial manager for review. 

At the Nov. 1 selectmen's 
meeting, selectman Jack 
Cannon lauded Chester's 
emergency response. He said 
he listened to the scanner 
during the storm and said 
that all responders should be 
proud of the coordination, 
efficiency and cooperation of 
their response.

Kids chose candidates 
on an abridged ballot to the 
ones their parents saw on 
Election Day.

and handled what is becom- 
ing routine. There were 
fewer emergency calls this 
time around than in past 
storms, he added. 

Tapley said there wasn't 
a need to mobilize the emer- 
gency management depart- 
ment headed up by director 
Brian Chevalier, as the re- 
sponse was handled by fire, 



police and highway person- 
nel. 

Many streets were closed 
because of the storm, but 
with the combined efforts of 
all three departments nearly 
all were open for travel by 
the time residents woke up 
Oct. 30. A large pine tree 
was down on Birch Road 
that took out wires and 
prompted closure of that 
road for an extended period. 

While a couple of people 



showed up at the depart- 
ment looking for water, 
Tapley said that in addition 
to first responders, residents 
have learned lessons from 
the heavy storms in recent 
years and are mostly pre- 
pared.

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Ham p stead Middle School Partners with UNH Weather Project

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Hampstead Middle School 
weather station and the fifth 
grade students who collect 
weather data from it have 
been invited to join a new, 
multi-organization project 
that will be measuring 
snow HMS is the only mid- 
dle school involved in the 
project, and fifth grade sci- 
ence teacher Lori-Lyn Grif- 
fin said she considers it a 
great honor and a great 
learning opportunity 

The snow sampling pilot 
project at the University of 
New Hampshire is part- 
nered with Community 
Collaborative Rain, Hail and 
Snow Network (CoCo- 
RaHS) and is supported 
through funding from the 
National Science Founda- 
tion. UNH and the network 
are connected through the 
New Hampshire State Cli- 
mate Office and Mary Stam- 
pone, the state climatologist 
and the CoCoRaHS Coordi- 
nator for Strafford County. 

Hampstead Central and 
Middle schools both have 
weather stations. John Kel- 
ley of Hampstead, a meteor- 
ologist for the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration (NOAA) 
and weather observer at the 
National Weather Service's 
Cooperative Climatological 
Station in West Hampstead, 



was instrumental in the 
construction of both weath- 
er stations. The Middle 
School fifth graders, under 
the direction of Griffin, 
have been collecting weath- 
er data and forwarding it to 
CoCoRaHS for the last few 
years. 

CoCoRaHS is a non- 
profit, community-based 
network of volunteers of all 
ages and backgrounds who 
measure and map precipita- 
tion (rain, hail and snow). 
The precipitation reports 
from volunteers are record- 
ed at www.cocorahs.org. 

Elizabeth Burakowski, a 
Ph.D candidate in Natural 
Resources and Earth Sci- 
ence at UNH, contacted 
Griffin to take part in the 
project. Called the albedo 
project, it seeks to measure 
surface reflectivity, defined 
as the ratio of reflected 
energy to incoming solar 
energy, with the purpose of 
determining the effect of 
albedo on climate. 

Surfaces like snow and 
ice have high albedo and 
reflect much of the sun's 
energy. When people change 
the landscape, one of the 
ways they affect climate is 
through changes in surface 
albedo. 

The snow sampling pro- 
gram the fifth graders will 
be taking part in is an added 
layer of data collection to 
what they currently do. 

"In addition to reporting 
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rain and snow quantity, they 
will be taking an in-depth 
look at properties of the 
snow on the ground, in- 
cluding snow depth, snow 
density, snow temperature, 
and snow albedo," Bura- 
kowski said. 

She visited HMS last 
week for an introduction to 
the project. 

"To illustrate the con- 
cept of albedo, I began the 
session by asking them 
what color T-shirt they 
would wear on a hot sum- 
mer day - white or black," 
she said. "Invariably, the 
students unanimously an- 
swer "white," because it 
reflects the sun's energy. 
Albedo is a measure of 
reflectivity. Surfaces with a 
high albedo, like snow, help 
cool local to regional cli- 
mate by reflecting up to 90 
percent of the sun's energy. 
The loss of snow cover in 
New England in recent 
decades may explain a large 
part of why winter is the 
fastest warming season in 
the region." 

She said the school's 
measurement kit is provid- 
ed by funding through the 
National Science Founda- 
tion's Experimental Pro- 
gram to Stimulate Competi- 
tive Research. 

Burakowski plans to 
return to the school in Feb- 
ruary or March to work 
with the students in analyz-

ing the data they collect in 
the winter. 

"In addition to collect- 
ing daily observations, we 
aim to develop lesson plans 
that use the snow measure- 
ment kits in science experi- 
ments designed by the stu- 
dents," she said. "The 
CoCoRaHS Network obser- 
vations made by HMS and 
other schools fit into my 
dissertation topic that aims 
to investigate the interac- 
tions among climate and 
land cover. I also make 
observations from towers 
above forest canopies, and, 
later this winter, from air- 
planes using a hyperspectral 



sensor. I will compare the 
CoCoRaHS and tower-based 
measurements to the air- 
borne data. The data col- 
lected from this project will 
be used to improve climate 
model parameterization of 
albedo to investigate the cli- 
mate impacts of deforesta- 
tion, such as the large scale 
deforestation that occurred 
in New Hampshire in the 
mid-1800s." 

Griffin added, "I thought 
this would be another excel- 
lent opportunity for the stu- 
dents to experience weather 



and use the science inquiry 
skills they are learning in 
real life science situations. 

"I think it is a great 
honor that we were asked to 
collaborate on this project," 
she said. "All of the fifth 
grade students will be work- 
ing with the equipment 
throughout the winter. I 
have several students who 
have volunteered to come in 
during their recess time to 
help with daily collections. 
They are all very excited to 
begin, and can't wait for the 
snow to start falling."

While it's a busy time for 
any family the Sandown 
Food Pantry is extra hard at 
work finding and distribut- 
ing enough Thanksgiving 
dinners to feed multiple 
families. 

Last year the pantry 
served 72 full meals, and the 
year before that, 78. 

To make sure there is 
enough food to go around, 
Eleanor Bassett is asking for 



the community's support 
again. There's a lot of gen- 
erosity in town, she said, as 
attested to by the success of 
the pantry. 

Sought after are turkeys, 
preferably between 14 and 
18 pounds, roasting chick- 
ens of five to seven pounds, 
and all the typical fixings, 
from stuffing to winter 
squash, cranberry sauce, 
gravy, potatoes, canned veg- 
etables and brownie mixes. 
The pantry also gives out gift 
cards to Hannaford super- 
markets for perishable items. 

The pantry asks that

Also a testament to the 
area's generosity this time of 
year are the annual Giving 
Trees organized by Arlene 
Bassett. The trees, with orna- 
ments denoting the wishes 
of kids under 16, will appear 
at St. Matthew's and Town 



Hall around Thanksgiving. 
The ornaments describe gifts 
and stocking stuffers for kids 
from families who can't 
afford much at Christmas. 

There should also be a 
tree at the East Hampstead 
Union Church during the 
second week of its annual 
Christmas Market. 

"I'm always amazed at 
the amount of generosity 
this time of year. People just 
want to help," said Arlene.

Sandown Selectmen Wrapping Up Budget Work

SANDOWN - The board 
of selectmen is wrapping up 
its review of department 
budgets and in the last week 
approved the police and 
animal control budgets as 
well as those under their 
direct control - government 
buildings, executive, com- 
munity assistance and 
health and human services. 

The board rescheduled 
its Oct. 29 meeting because 
of Hurricane Sandy and met 
instead on Thursday, Nov. 1, 
to make quick work of the 
police and animal control 
budgets. Selectmen decided 
to trust police chief Joe Gor- 
don's judgment and sent 



along to the budget com- 
mittee the same numbers 
Gordon presented. 

The police account is 
$538,687, up 4.05 percent 
from the current year's 
$517,695. While payroll 
accounts for the largest 
increase in the budget, the 
rest of the increases are scat- 
tered throughout the 
account. 

The animal control 
budget is up 2.74 percent at 
$18,576. Seminars and part- 
time vacation have in- 
creased slightly, and again 
payroll makes up the largest 
difference in the numbers 
with an increase of $433. 

Over the course of sev- 
eral meetings, the board has 
been reviewing various 



projects that could be 
included in the government 
buildings account and on 
Monday, Nov. 5, decided to 
send on a budget totaling 
$100,353.60, with $2,500 
in revenue. Current year 
funding totals $89,620.52, 
an 11.98 percent increase. 

Equipment maintenance 
is up about $7,000 and 
buildings maintenance by 
$5,000. 

Projects to be tackled 
next year out of that budget 
include buying or leasing a 
new copy machine, furnace 
cleanouts, water filtration 
system maintenance, annual 
fire extinguisher mainte- 
nance, irrigation for the fire 
department and library, sep- 
tic system pumping, duct- 
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work cleanout, new tables 
for Town Hall, and replace- 
ment of doors at the high- 
way garage. 

A small increase to that 
sum comes by way of the 
board's decision to allot 
$200 a year to the mainte- 
nance/custodial position for 
shirts. Selectman Tom 
Tombarello noted that cur- 
rent position holder Ron 
Dulong always looked good 
with shirts he bought him- 
self but considering that he 
works with chemicals and 
paints during his work 
week, the town should help 
him out in that area. The 
rest of the board agreed, not- 
ing that other town workers 
get a uniform stipend. 

The executive account 
also sees an increase (12.9 
percent) at a total of 



$224,375.09 and revenue of 
$750. Current year gross 
expense totals $198,740 

Most of that increase 
comes by way of the select- 
men's decision to include 
$25,500 for mosquito con- 
trol and surveillance. That 
sum has long gone to war- 
rant article, but noting that 
it's always approved, the 
board decided to put it into 
the budget. 

The community assis- 
tance budget was approved 
at $15,251, up from 
$14,151, a 7.77 percent 
increase. 

The board trusted wel- 
fare director Lynne Blais- 
dell's numbers but added 
$500 to the rent line to bring 
it to $9,000. Blaisdell 
explained that the line was 
overspent already this year 



at more than $10,000. It was 
approved at $7,000. There's 
no place to send residents in 
need of a roof over their 
head and the town is 
required to house them in a 
hotel or to help with rent 
and mortgage if they qualify. 

"Rent is astronomical 
this year," said Blaisdell. 

The health and human 
services budget, which cov- 
ers various community sup- 
port agencies, was approved 
at $23,243, more or less level 
with current year funding. 

The budget committee is 
set to meet to discuss the 
executive and government 
buildings accounts on Nov. 
7, after the Tri-Town Times 
goes to press, and the health 
and human services and 
community assistance bud- 
gets on Dec. 5.

Supreme Court Declines to Hear Appeal in Negligent Homicide

SANDOWN - Five New 
Hampshire Supreme Court 
justices unanimously de- 
clined to consider an appeal 
from Manchester's Preston 
Thissell, 25, who was previ- 
ously convicted of negligent 
homicide for his part in the 
2008 death of Sandown's 



Daniel Hendershot, 19. 

On Oct. 12 the Supreme 
Court declined to accept 
Thissell's appeal. 

"It means that no sub- 
stantial issue was raised in 
the notice of appeal," said 
county attorney Jim Reams, 
adding that it was unusual 
for the court to unanimous- 
ly agree on that point. 

Though another type of 



appeal could be filed, Reams 
noted that the case was 
effectively over. 

Hendershot was found 
dead at the scene of a two 
car collision on Route 121 A 
in Hampstead in February 
2008, the result of his losing 
control of his car and strik- 
ing another vehicle. 

Hendershot's girlfriend, 
Kaitlynn Sullivan, was seri- 



ously injured in the acci- 
dent and three women in 
the other vehicle also suf- 
fered injury. 

Prosecution successfully 
argued that Thissell had a 
hand in the accident as he 
taunted Hendershot on the 
winter roads by driving 
alongside him, leaning and 
yelling out the window and 
swerving while close to 



Hendershot's bumper. 

Thissell initially faced 
three criminal charges for 
his part in the accident, 
filed by Hampstead Police. 
In June of 201 1 Thissell was 
found guilty of negligent 
homicide but not guilty of 
manslaughter and felony 
reckless conduct charges. 

Thissell was sentenced 
to one and half to five years 



for the conviction. 

Hendershot was remem- 
bered as a giving young 
man, dedicated to mission 
trips at his church, St. 
Matthew's United Methodist 
in Sandown, and for his rep- 
utation in the Timberlane 
Regional School District, 
where he had recently grad- 
uated high school.

the event of another storm 
so as to not be caught 
short," he said. 

Selectwoman Priscilla 
Lindquist expressed delight 
when she returned home on 
Tuesday, Oct. 30, before 
noon and found her power 
had been restored. However, 
Comcast service did not 
resume until Nov. 1, some- 
thing she thinks took way 
too long. 

Road Agent Jon Wor- 
then said his men were busy 
Oct. 29 and 30 dealing with 
keeping the roads open by 
hauling off branches and 
attending to downed trees. 
Halloween was devoted to 



removing the big trees that 
had come down around 
town and ridding the road- 
sides of branches. 

"We lost half a dozen big 
trees in this storm," Wor- 
then said. On Nov. 1, Beach 
Road off Wash Pond re- 
mained out of power, with 
wires still entangled in tree 
branches, he said. By that 



afternoon, however, he said 
things were pretty much 
cleaned up. 

"We're in good shape 
now," he said. 

Hampstead Police Lt. 
John Frazier said the only 
thing his department did 
differently during Sandy 
was to have extended 
staffing and police details 
for storm damage clean-up. 
He said about 144 overtime 



hours were accrued for his 
department but added there 
were no serious storm-relat- 
ed incidents. 

Hampstead Fire Capt. 
Chris Dane said his depart- 
ment put on "storm cover- 
age," which involves having 
firefighters spend the night 
at the station. 

"We do that so our per- 
sonnel can respond safely 
from the station," he said. 
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"We are always prepared, 
but this is a precaution we 
always take and is the only 
thing we do differently." 

He said his department 
logged 206 overtime hours 
for the storm and had no 
major storm-related inci- 
dents. 

Selectmen's Administra- 
tive Assistant Sally Theriault 
had prepared preliminary 
figures for the storm's cost to 
the town to submit to the 
Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency (FEMA). As of 
last week, she guessed the 



town had incurred approxi- 
mately $12,323 in storm- 
related costs." Most of the 
costs were in labor and 
equipment, she said. 

On Friday, Gov. John 
Lynch had requested addi- 
tional FEMA statewide 
assistance to aid in the 
removal and clean-up of 
debris caused by Hurricane 
Sandy. The Governor's earli- 
er request for direct public 
assistance in responding to 
the storm was approved by 
FEMA.
